But upon the increafe of the 
publick Taxes, the Fat of the Land feems to have been 
drain’d to make room. for. the Sinews of .War ; and 
Hofpitality is fled to the Borders of our Ifland, to Corn- 
walt, Wales,"and the Banks of the Tweed; whilft 4x- 
bition, im her difguife, makes a Triennial Tour em 4 
all our Gities and Towns Corporate, only. to put the 
Country in mind of paft Pleafures and Enjoyments. 
‘Ac the fame time, fince. Parties have rag’d“amonght us, 
and {6 mafhy new Originals of Government have been 
bandy'd about, we begin to forget the old One, that 
we are fociable Creatures : Our Hofpitality is little better 
than aRendevouz for War; and our Vilits are like thofe 
of Spies, or thofe of fome among the Fair Sex, who 
oly go abroad to glean up Matter for Scandal. en 
we now and then get together over a Bottle, we can- 
not help mingling every Glafs with that filly Ingredient 
a Tost, which fowres the richeft Wine, and introduces 
a new fort of es, where the Bacchinals grow mad 
before they are drunk. Upon this View .my Wonder 
ceafes, when I confider with how much. Reafon and 
jaftice, thofe. Men, who have fill’d us with Jealoufies 
and DiftraStions, ruin’d our Peace at Home, and fquan- 
der'd away the Nation’s Wealth in an unneceffary War 
abroad, and who have made us thus }l-natur’d and Un- 
hofpitable, fhould ie become the common Scorn 
and Deteftation. Tho’ they boaft of their ill-gotten 
Wealth, and upon the Strength of theirPlunder infult the 
landed Gentry, yet they are fo far from attempting to 
reftore this Virtue, which was loft by their Ill-manage- 
ment, and, as they feem to tell us, none but themfelves 
are able to revive ; that they are either refolved to car- 
ry their Riches into another Country, or {pend it heré 
upon tl.cir Vices, to whom indeed they owe it, and it 


Hence 
their Seas, Defies, ables and Furnitufe, . even 
now they.are difcarded, are tull of romantick Splendor 


and Greatnefs ; and their Gardens and Edifices almoft 
as amazing as their Devaftations: They live at fucha 
rate, as if they really intended to prevent a Re-

On the other hand, it is riot at all furprizing, thar

reach, not only Safe and Honourable, but fully anfwer- 
ing the Demands of a viétorious Nation, is a State fo 
crouded with Enjoyments, fuch as one hialf at leaft of 
the prefent Generation were {carce ever allow'd to Tafte, 
that the Exeeflés of our prefent Satisfaction may eafily 
be accounted for: Nor is’ it furprizing to fee fo many, 
Days fet apart for the Rebearfal of. thofe Rejoicings, 
which on he adorn the Coming Holiday.” We are ar- 
riv'd at the ‘Pleafute of ‘enjoying even out Divifions, 
and neon Neng with thofe fenfelefs Fears and ill- 
concerted Lies, which an. nnnatural fpiteful Party are 
inceffantly buzzing amongft us.

Publick 
Credit gets ground every Day, and convinces us of its 
dependence on aes Meafures : And hy. the late. 
Struggle in the City we are confirmed, that the true 
Genusof our Populace is not tu be warp’d or fet wrong 
by a thoufand little Praétices. of Falfhood and Infinua- 
tion. We mutt impute it'to a noble Difdain of  thefe 
mean Artifices, that the Ambiffador of a generous Ene- 
my was receiv'd with Applaufe, whilft the Minifters of 
our pretended Friends pafs’d by unregarded, becaufe 
they came with the real Charatter of Publick Spies : 
And their Secret Cabals with the Funtd, often brought 
to my Mind the Image of the Coyrt of Breda, during 
the Exile of King Cirles where his Majefty took up 


one part of the Jan, whilft the other Quarter was the 
refidence of fome publick Envoy to the Commonwealth 
of England. 

For my own part, tho’ I am naturally Saturnine, and 
ready enough to foreftall the Cenfures of my Enemies

VAN-URBAN (who came laft) compar'd Fiftion 
to Butter, becaufe too much Fire fpoiled its Cop. 
fiftency.
